QUADRUPLETS’ FIRST BIRTHDAY 


Fultz sisters, only identical Negro quads, delight doctors with advances in their first year 


HIS MONTH—on May 23—marks the end 

of a remarkable year for the only living iden- 
tical Negro quadruplets in the world. The 
quartet of Fultz sisters, all named Mary, has 
delighted their parents, the Pet Milk Company 

which is paying for their upkeep) and doc- 
tors all over the nation by waxing healthy and 
beautiful. Their first birthday cake with four 
twinkling candles finds the quads, who 
weighed three pounds some ounces at birth, 
nearing the 20-pound mark and entirely un- 
spoiled by the lavish publicity given them in 
the country’s press. 

In their somewhat-bare backwoods nursery 
at Rockingham County, North Carolina, the 
four sisters, whom even their mother ean’t tell 
apart without looking at their identification 


ribbons, spend quiet days in their cribs from 
6 a.m., their waking hour, to 10 p.m., their 
bedtime. Occasionally they get together in a 
single crib, but their nurses break up these 
meetings too soon. Their nursery is a plain 
white room, devoid of luxuries or even toys. 

To the struggling Fultz family, which never 
netted more than $500 a year sharecropping, 
the quads have brought a measure of good 
fortune. Father Fultz, 60, now has his own 
142-acre farm, provided by Pet Milk. And 
deaf mute Mother Annie Mae, 37, although 
she has to wash the quads’ diapers, looks 
ahead to better times for her other children. 

The four Marys fascinate physicians. Al- 
though identical in appearance, in heredity 


and in environment, they already have dif- 


ferent pe rsonalities. But even Nurse Loraine 
Hariston is not yet sure which of the quads’ 
budding personalities belongs to which, and is 
nervously careful to secure identification arm- 
bands and replace each child in her labeled 
crib. 

Their fairy godmother is Pet Milk. Beat- 
ing Carnation Milk to the phone by a few 
hours after their birth, Pet got permission 
from money-harried and baby-swamped James 
Fultz to “adopt” the girls financially for 10 
years. In return, the babies drink and endorse 
only Pet. Carnation, settling for a non-identical
